A simiUi'  transition  occurred 
in  France  where  liturgical 
drama  gave  way  to  the  offer-

did  Ihe  guilds  of  England- 
French  literary  societies  under- 
took morality  plays.

NEW  BOOK 

Among  other  works,  E>r  Sonet  has  written 
a book  on  the  influence  of  England  on  Vol- 
taire’s thought:  and  a oneact  comedy.  "Maison 
de  Pension  pour  Etudiants."  designed  as  an 
aid  to  the  study  of  French.  The  play  was  first 
acted  by  a cast  of  English-speaking  students  at 
the  univenilty.  and  proceeds  of  public  perform- 
ances went  to  a fund  for  the  relief  of  the  war- 
ravaged  town  of  Falaise. 

Or.  Sonet  la  now  at  work  on  another  book, 
which  will  consist  mainly  of  a crilicai  ap- 
praisal of  his  native  France.  The  book  Is 
scheduleil  to  be  publlsiied  In  Paris.  It  con- 
tains such,  typically  sharp-edged  "Son^lsms" 
as  the  following; 

’Too  often  today,  we  call  a man  an  individ- 
ualist when  he  Is  only  undtaclpilned.’ 

The  idea  of  discipline  was  planted  early  In
